DINNER HOUR IN GERMANY. 


‘inner Would Necessitate the In- 
vention of a New Word. 
some respects social life in Ger- 
mr y at the present day affords a fair- 
ly «eeurate picture of social life in Eng- 
ul nearly a centuryago. The dinner- 
hour is a case in point, says a writer in 
Cornhill Magazine. No highly civilized 
nation dines heavily in the middle ot 
the-day, and then curls itself up to sleep 
for the best part of the afternoon. The 
jermans, however, cling to their ‘Mit- 
aressen,” and it would, perhaps, be 
awkward to alter the time of the meal, 
since that would necessitate the inven- 
tion of a new word for “dinner.” In 
more aristocratic German circles the 
dinner-hour varies from three to five, a 
eustom that reminds ome of the ab 
norr.ally long evenings and endless 
“round games” enjoyed by Jane Aus- 
ten’s heroines. Worst of all, however, 
are the formal entertainments in Cer- 
many, such asthe ‘*Tafel,” given, for- 
tunately, only on grand occasions, such 
as a silver wedding, christening or 
birthday.. Dinner usually begins at 
three four o'clock, and continues 
with sugnht imterruptions of singing, 
acting and speechmaking, until twelve 
o'clock the next morning. Our Eng. 
lish dinner parties, even at the worst 
and dreariest early Victorian era, could 
never have attained such dimensiuns, it 
only from the fact that ncither English 
tongues nor English stomachs can stand 
the same amount of wear and tear as 
their German equivaleuts.

A FATAL JEWEL.

His majesty, struck by this 
horrible succession of events, now re- 
solved to retain the jewel in his own 
keeping, but he, too, only too soon fell 
a victim to its mysterious malignancy. 
By order of the present queen it has 
now been suspended by a chain around 
the neck of the Holy Virgin of Almu- 
dena.
